The standards for supporting u restriction requirement between related product or process 
imenttons is set forth in MPEP § 806.05(j), which requires a showing of two-way distinctiveness 
with other reasoning. An example showing if the inventions are mutually exclusive, are 
nenubviou.s variants and the invention as claimed are not capable of being used together or 
ha\ c materially different, e.g mode ol'operation or efiect. It is submitted that this has not been 
shown in the present restriction requirement. 

If there is this determination coupled with an explanation of the undue burden the 
method for making an election of species restriction is set forth in 809.2 where the examiner is 
required to clearly identify each, disclosed species. 1 towever the instant restriction merely 
indicate that each specific possible composition is a potential independent and distinct species.
